AT WASHINGTON. 


THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE, 

IT IS APPROVED BY ADMINISTRATION SENATORS. 

Wasninctow, D. C., Jan. 12.—The President's 
special message on Louisiana will be sent to 
Congress to-morrow. It would have been sent 
to-day except for an early adjournment. Seve- 
ral Senators had a conference with the Presi- 
dent this morning prior to the meeting 
of the Cabinet and waited until the 
message was read. Among them were 


Morton, Logan, Conkling, Carpenter, Edmunds, 
and Howe. The President informally discussed 
bis message with these Senators. The latter are 
united in their approval of the message, and 
think it is of such a character that the Republi- 
ean party in Congress will unite and sustain it. 

The rumors that the Cabinet meeting to-day 
was stormy and violent are entirely groundless. 
There has never been 4 more harmonious session 
than that of to-day. The message was unani- 
moualy indorsed. From this it is certain that it 
was a temperate and moderate document. It will 
fill; about three newspaper columns. It is 
introduced by a narrative of the political events 
in Louisiana in their relation to tte Administra- 
ti. The entire subject is treated in very near- 
ly the same manner that it was in the message 
of last year. The message describes 
THE RELUCTANCE OF THE PRESIDENT TO INTERFERE 
im the affairs of that State. and his unwilling- 
ness to use the United States army for the 
preservation of peace or the support of the 
State Government. A telegram from the 
President to Gov. Kellogg is quoted, whieh 
expresses the desire of the dent to 
avoid any interference in State affairs, and ad- 
vises Kellogg to be certain to be right, and to be 
moderate and tem in his exercise of pow- 
er, and assures him of Fedcral support to main- 
tain bim in righiful authority, 

THE KEX-NOTE OF THE PRESIDENT’S ACTION 
seems to be the belief that the White in- 
tend to obtain control of the State Government 
of Louisiana by whatever means. The message 
recites that he was committed to the Kellog 
1 r- by tho ce of the r an 

y message to ngress o years 
ago. ‘If any blame attaches to this 
action the message states that Congresa, by its 
inaction, is largely responsibie for it. Lhe Pres- 
ident indicates that he has no policy to enforce 
in Louisiana against the will of the people, and 
that he will gladly enfarce any eee that the 
representatives of the peuple 1 adopt. He 
desires of Congress an immediate, definite policy. 


THE NEW ORLEANS SUB-COMMITTEE

IN CONGRESS. 

SENATOR HOWE ON THE SOUTHERN SITUATION. 

Wasutnoros, D. C., Jan. 12.—In the Senate, 
after the morning hour, unfinished business, bo- 
ing the resolution of Mr. Schurz instructing the 
Judiciary Committee to inquire what logislation 
by Congress is necessary to secure the people of 
Louisiana their rights of self-government under 
the Constitution, and report with the least pos- 
sible delay, by bill or otherwise, came up. 

Mr. Howe ( Wis.) said that the Senator from 
Missouri, Mr. Schurz, in hig speech yesterday 
advertised hiiuself as being above party eln. 
dices or passion. He had ett all par- 
ties, ties, and political aspirations be 
hind, and from that point tbe Senator 
(Mu. Schurz) ecreamed to the country iwo 
charges against the party to which he (Howe) 
belonged,—-cbharges which were ag monstrous, 
and, he believed, as groundless, as the Senator 
(Schurz) could possibly have fabricated if he 
nad dedicated to the work not merely the holiday 
recedes, but the whole sumnier vacation. Gen. 
Sheridan was not in command in New Orleans 
when the events of Monday complained of took 
place. He did not order any one to teke any ono 
out of the Legislatme of Louisiana, and finally, 
no member of the Legislature was taken out of 
the State-Houso by anybody. As to the second 
charge of the Senator that the Republican party 
encouraged the murder of Republicans 
in one section, Ste., he (Howe) had 
two things to say: First, the Republican 

arty was not guilty, and second, he did not 
think any one would infer thet such an aceusa- 
tion did full justice to the Senator himself or the 
intelligence of the people of the country. 

Mr. Schurz said the Senator (Howe) did not 
uote him correctly, and read what he did say 
rom the record of yesterday. 

Mr. Howe replied that he waa glad he was mis- 
taken in construitg the remarks of the Senstor. 
Continuing his argument, he said the Senator 
from Georgia (Gordon). in his recent speech, 
had complained of an exhibition of hate towards 
the people of the Seath on the Republican side 
of the chamber. He (Howe) dented that the 
Republican party hated gay portion of 
this country. It was impossible for that party 
to hate one section. It bad sacrificed too’ much 
forsthe whole country. All the laws made for 
the South were made forthe North.

of Northern ones. Murder and other species of 
violence had been employed in the South for po- 
litical purpoges. He believed the fact to be so, 
and to make it manifest to the country would do 
groat service, 

Mr. Howe then spoke of the Red River tronble

Mr. Gordon said be would ask the Senator 
(Howe) if it was not true that the Government 
of Louisiana was iu the hands of Republicans;

IN LOUISIANA, 
THE UNITED STATES SENATORSHIP. 
PINCHBACK AGAIN ELECTED.

New Omas, Jan. 12.—Senator Pinchback 
introduced quite a sensation in the Legislature 
by causing his name to be presented as a candi- 
date for United States Senator, accompanied by 
a resolution reciting that Mr. Pinchback was de- 
prived of his seat in that body ostensibly be- 
cause of doubt of the legality of the Legislature 
which elected him.

Association, 


The Gun and Kennicott Clubs. 


STATE SPORTSMEN’S ASSOCIATION. 

THIS ORGANIZATION 
held its semi-annual meeting yesterday after- 
noon, the President, John V. Le Moyne, in the 
chair. The chief object of the meeting was to 
receive the report of the Executive Committee. 
who were instructed, at the meeting of June last, 
to prepare and submit the draft of a new Game 
law. In cailing the meeting to order, Mr. Le 
Moyne expressed the hope that members of the 
Association would use their endeavors to secure 
the passage of the new law, as the law now ex- 
isting was entirely inadequate to the proper pro- 
tection of game throughout the State. He then 
read the bili reported by the Executive Com- 
mittee as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person or per- 
eons to hunt, or pursue, kill or trap, net or enenere, 
destroy or attempt to kill, trap, net, enenare, or other~- 
wise destroy, any wild buck, doe, or fawn, wild turkey, 
prairie hen or chicken, ruffed grouse (commonly called 
partridge or pheasant), between the lst day of January 
and the 15th of August in each and every year; 2

ober ; or any woodcock between Jan. 1 and July 1; 
or any wild goose, 
fowl, between A 15. 5 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for anypereon or cor- 
poration to buy, sell, or have in possersion any of the 
animels, wild-fowl, or birds mentioned in Sec. 1 at 
any time when the killing, trapping, netting, ensnar- 
ing, or destroying of such animals, wila-fowi, or birds 
shall be unlawful,

Sec. 5. No person hall at any time within this 
State, with a trap, or snare or net, take, or attempt to 
trap, snare, or take, any wild turkey, prairie chicken, 
Virginia pertridge, pheasant, groure or quai; and 
any person so offending shall forfeit and pay a fine of 
$5 for each and every offense, to be sued for and re- 
covered as provided in Sec. 7 of this act. 

Sec. 6, It shail be unlawful for any person to 
destroy or remove from the nest of any prairie 
chicken, grouse, or quail, wild turkey, goose, or brand‘, 
any eggs of such fowl or birds, or for any person tu 
bring, sell or have m possession, or traffic in such 
eggs, ee the nest of any such birds or 
fowls ; ty, 88. 

Sec. 7. All prosecutions and suits for violation of 
the provisions of this act shall be bronght by any per- 
son in the name of the people of the ate of Iilinois 
against any person or persons violating the same be- 
fore any Jastice of the Peace of the county in which 
euch violation is alleged to have taken place, or before 
any court of competent jurisdiction ; one-half of the 
amount recovered in any such suf shall go to the 
school treasury of the townehip in whi h tuis act shail 
have been violated, to be added to the scheol fund of 
said township, and the other half shall go to the com- 
plainant, The interest of the complainant in any fine

As Mr. Le Moyne read the bill, its provisions 
were compared with the old law, and various sug- 
gestions were made and noted down, Gen. 
Strong suggested that the ist of May be substi- 
tuted in the case of snipe, and the suggestion 
was approved. ; 

Mr. E. T. Martin offered a motion, which was 
adopted, pledging the members of the Associa- 
tiom to use thew individual and joint efforts to 
secure the passage of the bili, aud Mr. W. F. Milli- 
gan was chosen as the representative of the As- 
sociation to proceed to Springfield and urge its 


passage. 

The Secretary was instructed to send copies of 
the bill toumempbers of the Association through- 
out the State. 

Upon motion of Mr. Martin, the Executive 
Committee were instructed to refrain from pros- 
ecuting parties for the shooting of snow birds, an 
on motion of Mr. E. O. Dow, it was voted that 
agent be employed by the Association during the 
first fifteen days preceding the close of the sea- 
son to prosecute violators of the Game law. 

On motion of Mr. R. R. Clarke, the Chair was 
authorized and instructed to appoint delegates 
to the Convention of the National Sportmen’s 
Association to be held in Cleveland next June, 

The resignation of Luther E. Shinn as Secre- 
tary of the Association was received and ac- 
cepted, and G. W. Egleston was elected to fill 
the vacancy, after which the Association ad- 
journed.

A BLOW AT SCHUMAKER 6 VARACITY.

Wasurnorow, D. C., Jan. 12.—The most im- 
portant result of the Pacific Mail investigation 
to-day was that the evidence of John G. Shu- 
maker. Democratic Representative from

RAILROAD RI CHT OF WAY. 
PROPOSED GENERAL LAW.

Wasarreros, D. C., Jan. 12.—The House was 
ocoupied a considerable time in the consideration 
of a general law granting the right of way to 
railroads through public lands. The bill was 
passed. It is ah important measure, and is the 
result of careful investigations by the House 
Committee on Public Lands. The bill provides 
that the right of wy through the public lands 
shall be granted to any road duly organized 
under State or Territorial law or act af 
Congress, to the extent of 100 feet on 
each side of the road; also the privilege 


to take from adjacent public lands material, 


earth, stone, and timber necessary for the con- 
struction of the road ; also the ground for eta- 
tions, not exceeding 20 acres for each station 
to the extent of one station to each ten miles of 
road, the mode of taking private lands being 
left to be fixed by Territoria) legislation. Th» 
night-of-way through apy pass or canon is lim- 
ited 80 a6, first, not to intefere with any wagon- 
road, and second, giving to any other railroad 
the right to pass through the same on the track 
of the first road on paying au equitable share of 
the expenses.

POSTAL REFORMS.

With the Senate and House 
both in their control, they proposed to de- 
clare that Ketzoca had never been elected, 
and that McEwery was Governor, and thus 
again renew the civil war. Tho failure of the 
Wiz7z revolution has spoiled the whole busi- 
ness. Nevertheless, the Democratic Senators 
still refuse to attend the meetings of that

SENATOR SCHURZ ON LOUISIANA. 

No one questions the ability, eloquence, 
or earnestness of Senator Scuurz, and his 
recent speech on the condition of affairs in 
Louisiana was worthy in these particulars of 
his established oratorical reputation. But 
Senator Soncnz, like all the others who have 
discussed this question, fails to apply his logic 
to the actual facts of the case. He denounces 
Gen. Suznrpan, and inferentially the Presi- 
dent and the Cabinet; he condemas the of- 
ficers in command at New Orleans, and gen- 
erally the military, for any interference what- 
ever in the political affairs of Louisiana. 
The burden of his speech was the denial that 
any satisfactory answer could be made to his 
question, What provision of the Constitu- 
tion, what laws are there on the statuto-book, 
furnishing a warrant {cr D proceedings ?” 
This question he wies in form and asks 
with reference to «<i: Cetail and circum- 
stance in the proceiings of Jan. 4, 1875. 

Mr. Scnunz m.kes a general denial of con- 
stitutional or statutory authority for the use 
of the national military in determiming any 
question of State Government.. Assuming 
this general denial to be true, he finds it easy 
to take up each act and deny the legal 
authority therefor. Of course, if any inter- 
ference at all and under any circumstances 
be illegal, it follows that the interference 
must be illegal in all its details. Now let us 
see what the exact facjs ere, and what the 
law in the case actually is. 

The Constitution of the United States 
guarantees to every State in this Union a 
republican form of government, and it fur- 
ther provides that it shall protect each of 
them against invasion; and, on application 
of the Legislature or of the Executive (when 
the Legislature cannot be convened), against 
domestic violence.” The statutes of the 
United States authorize the President to use 
military force in execution of the latter clause 
quoted from the Constitution. In 1872-3, 
the Legislature of Louisiana applied to the 
President for aid in suppressing domestic 
violence. It was granted. At that time 
there were two State Governments, including 
two State Legislatures, each claiming to be 
the Government and Legislature of the State. 
Necessarily, the President had to determine 
for his own guidance which of these State 
Governments was the one authorized to make 
the demand on him. By law, and by tha 
solemn decision of the Supreme Court, this 
decision was final, and so binding upon 
all branches of the Government, State 
and National, that no Court was au- 
thorized to review it. In this way 
Kx11060's Government became recognized as 
the Government of Louisiana. In Septem- 
ber last an armed insurrection took place, a 
new Government was violently set up, the 
other was deposed by force, a large number 
of men were killed, and for a number of days 
the insurrectionists assumed to exercise the 
powers of Government. An appeal was again 
made to the President, who again gave the 
requisite orders, and the insurrection was for 
the time suppressed. No one can claim that 
in cithex of these cases the President's recog- 
nition of the Kto Government, or the 
ordering of troops to protect it against do- 
mestic violence, was in excess of his lawful 


| authority or in any way unconstitutional. 


Thus it was that troops were stationed in 
New Orleans, and, under the condition of 
affairs there, were continued there to protect 
the Government against domestio vio- 
lence.” It has been notorious that were it 
not for the presence of this military force the

This is conceded 
by all hands, and is distinctly recognized by 
the Democrats, who made no effort to seat 
any other persons until after thero had been 
a temporary organization effected. The Gov- 
ernor end State officers and the law recog- 
nized no other persons as entitled to take part 
in this proceeding. Of these 106 persons, 
102 only appeared at the hour designated. 
They constituted a majority of the House. 
‘These stood divided, fifty-two Republicans 
and fifty Democrats. The fifty Democrats 
went throngh the performance of declaring 
one of their number temporary Speaker and 
some other person temporary Clerk, and this 
against the clamorous protests of the 
majority. So far, the contest had been con- 
fined to the actual and recognized members 
of the House. But the usurping minority 
then sent for the military, and had the civil 
or State police removed from the hall. Here 
“was an extraordinary interference ; but even 
the minority recognized that the military 
were there, in the neighborhood of the hall, 
legally empowered to ptotect the Legislature 
as a branch of the State Government. Find- 
ing themselves abandoned by the majority 
and consequently without a quorum, the 
minority then declared that five other per- 
sons, unknown to the legal composition of 
the body, were members, and admitted them 
by viva voce vote to the rights of members. 
The House was no longer the legal body it 
was when it first met; It had been invaded. 
Five persons, who had as much legal au- 
thority to take their seats in the Senate of 
the United States as they had in that House, 
had been called in, that with the minority 
they might exclude the majority. 

It must be borne in mind that the KLLOGG 
Government in all its departments had been 
recognized by the United States Government 
as the Government of the State; that the 
President’s decision on that point was final 
and binding upon the courts and people of 
the United States, and conclusive upon every 
wan in Louisiana. Fifty-two of the legal 
members of the Legislature laid a statement 
of the facts before the Governor of that 
State, who, as Governor, was bound to pro- 
tect the legal members of the Government 
against disturbance and revolution. He 
therefore. appealed to the military force, 
there lawfully present, under constitutional 
orders to protect that Government against 
lawless violence, to protect the lawful Assem- 
bly in the lawful exercise of their powers 
by the removal of all persons not lawfully 
authorized to act as members. The military 
obeyed this order by the removal of the five 
intruders, Mr. Scuurz says: 

It ia raid in extenuation of tho interference of the 
military power of the United States that the persons 
ejocted from the Legislature by Federal sofliery were 
not legally elected members of that Legislature. Sup- 
pose that had been so; but that i not the question. 
The question is, Where is the iaw authorizing United 
States soldiers, with muskets in their hands, to de- 
termine who 1s « legally-elected member of a State 
Legislature and who not? 

We have shown that the military were 
present lawfully and constitutionally to pro- 
tect the State Government against domestic 
violence; that the proceedings in the hall of 
introducing five persons to act as members 
were revolutionary and illegal; that the Gov- 
ernment of the State, recognized by the 
President, was the sole judge of the necessi- 
ty for the use of troops to avert that revoiu- 
tionary proceeding, and that when it ordered 
an act performed, on the ground of protect- 
ing its officers, the military, who were there 
to execute the orders of that Government, 
were bound to execute it, using no more force 
than was necessary. 

This is not a new case, In Rhode Island, 

whenthere were two Governments, each claim- 
ing to be the lawful one, the whole subject 
was brought before the Supreme Court of the 
United States, and that Court, by Judge 
Taner, determined the law very clearly. 
From the opinion of the Court in that case 
we quote such portions as bear upon this 
case : 
Dy this act (1875) the power of deciding whether 
the exigency has arisen upon which tlhe Govern- 
ment ef the United States is bound to inter- 
fere is given to the President. He is to act 
upon the application of the Legislature or Ex- 
ecutive, and consequently he must determine what 
body of men constitute the Legislature, and who is the 
Governor, before he can act. The fact that both par- 
ties claim the right te the Government cannot alter 
the case, for both cannot be entitled to it, If there is 
an armed conflict, it is a case of domestic violence, 
and one of the parties must be in insurrection against 
the lawful Government. And the President must of 
necessity decide which is the Government, and which 
party is unlawfully arrayed againat it, before he can 
perform the duty imposed upon him by the act of 
Congress. II the cose of foreign nations, the 
Government acknowledged by fhe President is always 
recognized in the courte of justice. And this priu- 
ciple has been applied by the act of Congress to the 
sovereign States of the Union. 

Unquestionably, a State may use its military power 
to put down an armed insur- jon too strong to be 
controlled by civil authority. The power is essential 
to the existence of every Government, essential to the 
preservation of order and free institutions, and is as 
necessary to the States of this Union as to any other 
Government. The State iteelf must determine what 
degree of force the crisis demands, and, if the Gov- 
ernment of Rhode Island deemed the armed opposition 
60 formidable and so ramified throughout the State as 
to require the use of the military force and the deciara- 
tion of martial law, we Bee no ground upon which 
this Court can question its authority. It was a state 
of war, and the established Government resorted to tho 
tights and usages of war to maintain itself and to over- 
come the unlawful opposition, And, in that state of 
things, the officers engaged in ite military service 
might lawfally arrest any one who, from the informa- 
tion before them, they had reasonable grounds to be- 


| Beve was engaged in the insufrection; and might 


order a house to be forcibly entered and searched 
when there were reasonable grounds for supposing he 
might there be concealed. 

The Federal troops stood in the relation of 
State troops, in the service of the State Gov- 
érnment, to do whatever that Government 
might employ its own State troops to do. 
Gen. Emory and his force acted as soldiers 
only. They decided nothing. They were 
placed there to protect that State Govern- 
ment, which Government was the exclusive 
judge of the force necessary to protect itself. 
They obeyed orders,—nothing more,—and 
Mr. Scuvrz's indignation against them is al- 
together wasted. , 

—

TO THE ILLINOIS LEGIBLATURE. 

While the Bourbons in the Legislature are 
plotting to destroy the public-school system 
of Illinois, it behooves the friends of this cor- 
ner-stone of republican institutions to do all 
they can to strengthen and perfect it. When 
Ignorance and Knowledge are striving for the 
mastery, we cannot afford to let the former 
sweep into its ranks half of the tising gener- 
ation. The doors of our schools are wide 
open, but many of the children who should 
be passing through them are studying in the 
streets and imbibing lessons of vice, brutali- 
ty, and ignorance. This should be stopped. 
The right of self-proservation clothes the 
State with ample authority to enforce attend- 
ance upon her schools or schools as good as 
they. Universal suffrage is ruin unless rein- 
forced by universal education. Without com- 
pulsory education, general knowledge cannot 
increase with the rapidity with which pau- 
pers and profligates breed. Nine States 
of the Union have already made attendance 
upon school compulsory by law. Illinois 
should be the tenth to do so, and that forth- 
with. While our schools are training youth 
to intelligence, industry, and virtué, our 
streets are training them to ignorance, pau- 
perism, and crime, Many of our little waifs 
and outcasts, who beg or peddle from door to 
door, would gladly learn what they could, if 
parental greed and cruelty did not drive 
them into their present pursuit. These help- 
less children sHould be rescued from the tyr- 
anny of their masters. Night-schools do 
something for them, Lut ugualiy their parents 
do not let them have even them evenings. 
These schools gre mainly attended by adults, 
and doa good work for them, though they 
soarcely reach the classes most in need of 
educational aid, 

The details of a law for compulsory educa- 
tion are matters ta be settled at Springfield, 
but the law itself is imperatively demanded 
by the needs of the whole State. Models for 
it are not wanting. 
which came into force on the ist inst., re- 
quires every parent or guardian to instruct, 
or cause to be instructed, every child in his 
or her care in spelling, reading, writing, 
arithmetic, and English grammar. Every 
child between the ages of 8 and 14 must No 
to school fourteen weeks of each year, eight 
of them consecutive, or must be taught at 
home, unless a physician certifies his or her 
unfitness to stuily. No child less than 14 years 
old can be employed during school hours, unless 
provided with a certificate from the proper 
officials showing due attendance of fourteen 
weeks during that year. A sysiem of inspec- 
tion of business establishments is provided as 
a guard against legal employment. Em- 
ployers and parents offending against the law 
are to be punished. by fine, and in some 
cases by imprisonment. Most of the States 
which enforce education furnish the children 
of the very poor with books free of charge. 
This is an essential part of any such law, but 
care should be taken that there may be no 
needless charity. The provisions of the New 
York act in relation to employment are per- 
haps all that are needed, but our law-makers 
would do well to consider the code which 
Switzerland proposes to enact. This forbids 
any employment of children under 14 in 
manufactoxica, and prohibits those between 
14 and 16 from working in them more than 
six hours a day, 

We might multiply these suggestions as to 
detail indefinitely, but it is needless, The 
bill which came so near passing the Illinois 
Legislature last session was a good measure. 
While the Bourbons are disgracing them- 
selves and destroying their party by trying 
to close the public schools, the Republicans 
and the Independents and the Democrats 
who have not yet gone mad on the theory of 
Government should hasten to carry this 


great reform. 


PACIFIC MAIL DISCLOSURES. 

The disclosures made to Congress by Mr. 
Auxznr, one of the Pacific Mail disbursing 
agents, leads us to hope that we may finally 
have a complete list of the corruptionists in 
this subsidy. We have now got at a distribu- 
tion of $106,000 of the money, leaving about 
$700,000 yet to be accounted for, If Mr. 
Inwix, Mr. Scoutmaxzen, and Mr. Kine would 
follow Mr. Angrt’s laudable example, we 
might, in the end, ascertain definitely who 
were the actual benificiaries of the corruption 
fund. All the members or officers of Con- 
gress who shared it could then be 
promptly expelled, and Congress could 
thereby justify itself from the taint 
this business has put upon it. We 
can pledge the faith of the press 
that no newspaper correspondent who bas 
soiled his hands with the money shall ever 
find employment on a reputable newspaper, 
For the others, the ex-Congressmen and pro- 
fessional lobbyists, their occupation is gone. 
No Congressman will henceforth dare to hold 
converse with any of them, and they may as 
well resign theif standing-room in the Third 
House. 

We regrot exceedingly to find the names of 
several newspaper men on Mr. Axger's 
black list; but there is at least this much to 
be said in theit favor, that they were not 
serving as members or officers of Congress, 
under oath not to do what they did. Some 
of them, too, ate able to clear themselves. 
Donn Pratt, for instance, claims that he 
borrowed the $5,000 from IxwrN after the 
passage of the subsidy, and that he subge- 
quently repaid the money, Inwzy confirms 
this statement; and, if true, it can easily be 
proved.

the two Assistant Doorkeepers of the House, 
Hensry and Borp, seem to have been esti- 
mated at a high value, Indeed, the price 
paid them suggests the suspicion that they 
were dividing with somebody else inside the 
doors, and they should be held to gtriot ac- 
count as to their partners. 

Congress, having made such excellent prog. 
ress in the investigation, should spare no 
effort to bring Inwix, Scuumaxer, and Kuve 
to terms. The first-named will be inclined 
to tell all he knows, we believe, ifthe prison 
fare and prison discipline be rigidly enforced. 
Scuumaxer, who takes refuge behind his 
privilege as a Congressman, should be cir- 
cumvented in some way. If in no other, he 
might be expelled from Congress first, and 
then held as a recusant witness until he shall 
make a clean breast of it. Kiyo must be 
found at all hazards, and made to explain his 
oath of denial as well as What he did with 
the bribe-money. We should now be able to 
ascortain what members of Congress, if any, 
were paid for their votes; and, if they be 
members of the present Congress, they, to- 
gether with officers of Congress implicated, 
should be promptly expelled. This Republic- 
an Congress should take all the credit of 
this investigation by the punishment of every 
man thoy find guilty. 


STATE SOVEREIGNTY AGAIN. 

When, some weeks ago, Tau ‘T'nreyne fore- 
told that the question which should divide 
parties in the future was the very question 
which had divided them in the past, viz.:: 
the question of State Sovereignty, we were 
told that that issue was a dead one, that it 
was impossible it ever should be agitated 
again, and that it was ridiculous to drag 
it in its grave-clothes from the tomb. 
Our Democratic contemporaries in the 
North were unanimous in this verdict. 
We refuted their arguments at the 
time by counter arguments which 
they have not answered, and which now they 
will not attempt to answer, since facts have 
established the correctness of our prediction. 
The Louisiana affair has brought ont into 
hold relief the question of State Rights once 
more. It has proved that the question of 
State Sovereignty is not dead; that it is not 
dying; nay, that itis the living question of 
the hour,—the question which shall divide 
parties in the future as it has divided them 
since the foundation of the Republic, Never 
has the sovereignty of the States been pushed 
to such an extreme as it has been within the 
last few weeks. Hitherto, the right of the 
States to secede from the Union was the ex- 
treaie form which the question of State Sov- 
éreignty assumed. Now, the right of a 
State to anarchy is boldly proclaimed, 
and it is urged that the General Government 
has no power to interfere with the exercise of 
that inalienable right by the good people of 
Louisiana. Whole oceans of vituperation aro. 
poured upon the President's head because he. 
has manifested a disposition to save Louisi- 
ana from a reign of terror, from social chaos 
and dissolution. The howl which has gone 
up from the Democratic press throughout the 
country because of the presence of Gen, 
Juxnwax at New Orleans means this and only 
this: The sovereign people of Louisiana 
have the inalienable right to cut one another's 
throats, and to make the streets of New Or- 
leans run red with Republican and nigger ” 
blood. The question is whether they have 
any such right or not ; and it is the old ques. 
tion of State Rights, only under a form more 
exaggerated than ever before. | 

Those who vainly supposed that qnestion 
was dead and buried have shown themselves 
lamentably ignorant of the philosophy of our 
history. The whole of our political history 
ig the history of the agitation of that very 
question. The Colonies during and after the 
Revolution were strongly opposed to all cen- 
tralized Government. It was natural they 
should be opposed to it. The memory of 
the centralized Government of London was 
still fresh among the colonists, and they 
heartily detested it. They intended 
that there should exist after the Rev. 
olution no such powerful centraliza. 
tion of Government as had exist- 
ed before it, when they were govern- 
ed by the Mother Country, In their antipathy 
for a strong Government, they drew up tho 
articles of Confederation and established 3 
Government without the power to levy a tax, 
raise a soldier, observe a treaty, or amend its 
fundamental law without the unanimous con- 
sent of its members. The Confederation was 
one expression of the doctrine of State Sov- 
ereignty. It failed, because not in harmony 
with our nature as a people; because it 
ignored that we were a nation. The Rebell- 
ion, a second expression of the same political 
heresy, failed fora similar reason. A third 
movement is now setting in to revive the 
same question, and it, too, will fail. The Con- 
federation failed, because it took from the Gen- 
eral Government all power. The doctrine that 
the General Government could not intefere 
with the internal affairs of a State even to 
prevent dissolution was exploded by the War 
of the Rebellion. The future will explode 
the doctrine that it may not interfere with 
the internal affairs of a State to prevent 
social anarchy and dissolution. When the 
real issue in Louisiana is understood by the 
people of this country, it will be found that 
their political instincts are as true as they 
were in the day when the existence of the 
Union was threatened. 

The Constitution of the United States 
| gtiarantees to the several States a republican 
form of government. Now there is not a 
State in the South in which a republican 
form of government would exist for thespace 
of a year if it were proclaimed that the Gen- 
etal Government should not, under any cir- 
cumstances, interfere with the internal affairs 
of the Southern States. The proclama- 
tion of such a policy would be 
the signal for a war of races in 


the South. Democratic State Governments

around the colored race. It will continue to 
revolve around it. To prevent a war of races; 
to preserve the weak against the strong in 
the Southern States; to protect the negro in 
the exercise of the political rights which have 
been granted him by the people of the United 
States; to save the South anarchy; to 
check the spirit of opposition to the Union 
in that section of the country ; to assert the 
sovereignty of the nation under all cireum- 
stances and in the face of all opponents,— 
such is the task before the country,—a tesk 
which only the Republican party can au- 
plish. Let the few week-kneed Republicans 
who are wavering in their allegiance to the 
party recollect this, and that their defection 
means the undoing of all they have done, 
fostering a war of extermination, abandoning 
right for lawless might, encouraging anat- 
chy, denying the Union and the nation’s 
sovereignty, advocating the ultra doctrine of 
State Rights, which has beén a fertile source 
of evil to the country from the beginning of 
the Confederation to the collapse of the 
Rebellion. The Constitution of the United 
States guarantees to every State a republican 
form of government, but the moment anar- 
chy shows its head, that moment all govern- 
ment has ceased, and all forms of govern- 
ment, whether republican or other. Then, 
if ever, the General Government has a right 
to interfere with the internal affairs of a 
State. And yet the Democratic press through- 
out the country raises a most unearthly howl 
because the General Government has shown a 
disposition to meddle where anarchy threat- 
ened a State with ruin. |

Kanakava, King of all the Sandwich 
Islands, has at last arrived, and for the first 
time in the history of Chicago (except when 
he passed through en route East) a live King 
has set foot on her soil,—representing a small 
Kingdom, to be sure, but as many inches a 
King as the Rexes of larger domains. Thus 
far he has been through the formality of a 
reception by the Aldermen and the distress 
of a speech by the Mayor, which latter is the 
most formidable danger he will have to en- 
counter. He has very handsome quarters set 
apart for him at the Pacific, and the new land- 
lord, Jouw B. Draxz, will do his best to make 
his royal guest comfortable. As the King is 
a very agreeable, reasonable, common-sense 
man, without any nonsense about him, he will 
probably have a good time here, provided 
the Mayor and Aldermen will not torture him 
with any of those reforms which are pecu- 
liar to them, and which it is not desirable 
should be introduced in the Sandwich Islands. 
We trust he will receive everywhere a hearty 
welcome, that he will be allowed to -enjoy 
himself as he wants to, and that he will not 
be bored by autograph-hunters, bummers, 
charity committees, life-insurance agents, 
bookepeddlers, or apple-women. Being a 
good fellow, he should be allowed to enjoy 
himself like a good fellow, and not be 
dragged through tunnels, trotted over 
stock-yards, or taken to the ‘Bridewell 
or Crib, or any other uncomfortable 
place at this season of the year. He will 
probably leave us in a happy frame of mind, 
and say a good word for us when he gets 
home to his islands, if he is allowed to do as 
he royally pleases. It would probably snit 
his royal pleasure to be spared any more mu- 
nicipal speeches, any interviews on the Lou- 
isiana question, and any further pump-handle 
performances, Like any other average 
human being away from home, he would 
probably like to have a good time with the 
boys.” If the city authorities will there- 
fore let him put his crown in his trunk and 
his sceptre in the hat-rack of the Pacific, and 
give him the freedom of the city, he would 
have a royal good time, and leave us with his 
Kingly benediction. 


THE TRUE STORY OF LOUISIANA. 

The report of the fifty-two Republican 
members present at the organization of the 
Louisiana House of Representatives seems to 
bea truthful, accurate, and intelligent state- 
ment of that exciting occasion.

THE HORSE THAT LAUGHS. 


Important Discevery in the Charicy 
Ross Abduction Case. 


The Horse That Mosher Drove When 
He Kidnapped the Boy Found. 


* 


It Is Recognized Through a Sin- 
gular Equine Characteristic. 


THE LATEST CLEW. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicace Tribune, 

New Lon, Jan. 12.—Supt. Walling was busi- 
ly ebgaged in following up the last clew to 
the fate of Charlie Ross on Saturday. Word 
Was sent to the Superintendent that a horse 
very nearly answering the description sent out 
had been left in Van Fieet’s stables on Fair 
street, in Newark, N. J., and was still 
there. Detective Titus was sent to 
Newark, and be learned all the 
facts abont the horse, and reported them to 
Supt. Walling on Saturday night. The matter 
seemed of so much ‘importance, and the de- 
scription of the ‘horse was so good, that 
| Supt. Walling telegraphed to Detective Hines, 
mm Philadelphia, asking bim to send on the per- 
son who could best identify the horse that 
was driven by Mosher when Charlie Ross was 
abducted, After talking with the family, Hines 

decided that Walter Ross, Charlie's brother, 
knew more about the horse than anybody else, 
| and it was decided that he and his father saould 
| be sent on to this city by the first train ou Mon- 
day moraing. 

A REMARKABLE FACT 
was that, before quitting Philadelphia, the boy 
Walter said to his father and others, I shall 
kuo the|borse, sure.” He has a white star 
upon his forehead, a white bind leg, a sore 
back, apd there is a wind-gall or 
wen upon one of his hind legs; 
bas I shall know him best, because when the 
horse etarted he turned around and laughed.” 
The father and other members of the family 
thought the laughing of a horse some childish 
expression, but did not fully understand what 
was meant at the time. Mr. Ress and 
Walter were met at Newark by Detective 
Titus, and all went to VauFlect’s stables yester- 
day. Mr. VanFleot said that, on Friday. Oct. 22, 
last, a well-dressed boy 17 or 18 years old led the 
horse in question to his stables aud 
asked to dave him kept till Monday. 
The horse was very rand thin, 
aud appeared as though it had been turned oui 
in ine weeds... His bair waa of the dead-reddish 
color, common to animals in poor condition, and 
burs were sticking to his mane apd tail. He 
was bay or bon, about 18 ½ bands bigh, had a 
white star upon his forebead,* and his 
bind leg was white above the fetiock. The back 
of the horge was sore, and there was a projec- 
tion upon bis jaw that might be a wen. Mr. 
Van Fleet added the boy did not call for the 
borse on Monday as he agreed to do. Mr. Van 
Fleet said that he aftorward met the young man 
in a Mulberry-street horsé-car. He was accom- 
panied by a youog lady apparently about 25 
vears of age, well-dressed and genteel. They 
had baggage with them, aud, in the course 
_ of conversation, admiijed that they were 
| going avay upon the cars em the Cenire- 
street depot. As they were about quitting tae 
ear the young man said that he would call fo: 
the horse on the following Thursday. A few 
days afterward the same young man and au 
older man called at the stable to see the horse. 
Mr. Van Fleet was not there when 
they called. The hostier said that 
the man told him to take good care 
of the horse, and that he would pay him for his 
trouble. Tne hostler was also directed to wash 
the borse’s tail in salt and water, to turn red 
hairs black. Aiter the horse had been in 
the stable a week, 6 rough-looking man 
called and said that he bad been sent 
to take the horse away. When be was told that 
there were unpaid charges for tie hores’s keep- 
ing, he coucluded nos to take bim away then. 
The pretended owner of the horse vis- 
ited Van Pieet’s stable twice, oice alone 
and once with the youre man spoken of 
above. The description. of this man 
wat a good one of Mosher. After Ar. Van Fleet 
had told Mr. Ross and Walter what has been 
given above about the horse, he led the animal 
éut for their inspection. They gaw the marks 
escribed by. Walter, found that 
they corresponded with the appearance 
of the horse driven’ by Mosher. To 
onahle the boy Walter to gee the horse move in 
nartlese, he was hitched to a carriage, and the 
party got iu. When the reins were gathered up 
and the horse was told to get up, the animal 
_ turned his head in a peculiar manner, displaying 
his teeth. Look, papa, look! exclaimed Wal- 
ter Ross to bis father ; 
“ser! THE HORSE IS LAUGHING AT US.” 
This was what Walter meant when he 
told his father and Detective Hines in Pbila- 
delphia befdre they started, tha: the horse that 
Mosber drove when Charlie was abducted, 
turned and laughed at them just before 
he started: It was «a child’s idea, but 
the fact made great impression upon the ob- 
serving boy. Supt. Walling said yesterday to 
Mr. Ross that this laughiug of the horse was one 
of the strongest points of identification. 
The idea of Walter was original, but 
the simile was acknowledged by ail who 
saw the peculiar traié of the animal. 
Supt. Walling is making strenuous efforts to 
find the young man who took the horse to Van 
Fleet s. He is to be advertised for, and, if he 
come forwafd, Supt. „A he would not 
only insure his immunity rom punishment or 
barm of any kind, but, if be can give any
